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WHAT THE PURE 
MILK BILL PROVIDES. 
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The essential features of the pure 
milk bill are: 

l. It provides for the creation of 
a milk inspection department, to be 
under the control of the city chem- 
ist. 

2. Deputies to inspect milk shall 
be at the disposal of this officer, 
who shall be subject to the regula- 
tions of the Board w#f Health. 

3. Every dairyman or other person 
handling milk in St. Louis shal] pay 
a r:egistration fee of $1 and a fee of 
$2.50 for every wagon used. 

4. The standard of pure milk fixed 
is 11.5 per cent total solids, 3 per cent 
by weight of butter fat and 8 per 
cent of solid not fat. 

o. Immediately after the milk is 
drawn it must be cooled to a tem- 
perature of 45 degrees and must be 
delivered at a temperature not above 
00 degrees. 

6. The penalties of failure to con- 
form with the ordinance range from 
$25 to $100. 

1. All dealers 
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handling skimmed 
milk shall so label their cans or 
other receptacles and if it is car- 
ried in a wagon the wagon must 
be so labeled. 

8. An inspector has the right to 
stop a wagon ‘at any time and in 
any place, enter any dairy he sees 
fit and procure a sample of milk. 
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The House of Delegates has a prodigal 
son... He returned home Friday night, re- 
pentant, vet happy. The public welcomed 
him, and his first act was to pass the pure 


milk bill. 

St. Louis has waited patiently—1l5 years— 
for this prodigal legislation, and it seems 
now practically accomplished. 

Not until the Post-Dispatch called vigor- 
ous attention to the present defective milk 
ordinance under which an inspector who 
doesn't inspect, but does draw a salary of 
125 a month, did the municipal authorities 
take action. 

The City Council permitted a bill to slum- 
hole for nearly a year. 
Irresponsible dairymen supported a lobby 
which had for its purpose the defeat of any 
legislation governing the milk supply. 

The Post-Dispatch presented facts show- 
ing the dangers of impure milk. Malaria, 
tvphoid fever and kindred diseases are the 
direct result of it.

city. 

It has nat yet been ascertained whether 
the Fairs acquired separate or Community 
roperty after the making of these wills.

the legatees so named receive thelr 
share if the courts authorize distribution tn 
accomiance with the provisions of the wills. 

The question of priority of death is ex- 
citing much comment, but Attorney Heg- 
erty, who, with Hermann Oelrichs, is con- 
uc ting the necessary litigation preliminary 
to the probation of the wills, declares that 
if Mrs. Fair survived her husband this cir- 
cumstance can have no effect on the final 
disposition of the property except to give 
her relatives all that she bequeathed to 
them.

He went to the 
picnic as no other governor of Missouri ever 
went—in an automobile. He will be the 
guest of W. T. Kemper, police commis- 
sioner of Kansas City. 

The automobile awaited him at an early 
hour this morning at the Hotel Baltimore. 
It was a tWo-seated affair. Mr. Kemper and 
thé governor occupied the rear seat. Ben 
F. Paxton, the coal oil inspector for Kan- 
gas City, occupled the other seat with a 
chaffeur. 

Runners were sent ahead as the gover- 
nor’s automobile neared the picnic grounds 
to warn farmers to hold their horses until 
the governor's horseless carriage went by. 

The governor was advised to tie a knot 
in his whiskers to prevent them from im- 
peding the flight of the car. He was told 
to wear a set of isinglase eye te yge> re gg to 
prevent the wind from interfering with his 
time-honored wink. 

The governor and his friends reached the 
picnic grounds about 10 o'clock. 

The picnic is held in commemoration of 
the battle of Lone Jack, which was fought 
Aug. 16, 1862. Cockrell, Hays, Hunter and 
Quantrell commanded the _ confederate 
force of 1200 men. In it was the flower of 
Quantrell’s guerrilla band. The union troops 
were the Seventh Missouri cavalry and 
Rabb’s Indiana battery. 

Maj. Emory L. Foster and Maj. Thomas 
Houts were in command. The battle has 
since been annually celebrated with a pic- 
nic in e grove near the scene of the 
battle. It has always been a notable Demo- 
cratic gathering.
